Mr. .C., concluding his 
argument for the respondents, the executors 
of the deceased Earl, referred to the case of 
Forbes v. Forbes and other cases, in which 
he said the determining fact of domicile was 
the residence of the wife and children. He 
ointed out that in the “ case stated " the 
Special Commissioners had only come to the 
jetermination that the Earl of Iveagh was 
domiciled 1D Saorstat Eireann during the 
years mentioned and nothing else, but there 
‘ras no finding with regard to the Earl of 
Ireagh's intention to continue to reside in 
Sgorstat Eireann. There was no finding of 
fact, he submitted, on which the two Bonn, 
missioners were united. 

With regard to the effect of the “deed 

|.’ he contended that Lord Iveagh’s 
declaration in st was an honest declaration, 
and that he had no sinister object in making 
otherwise. There had been no suggestion 
made as to that. He submitted that in 
executing that deed the Earl of Iveagh had 
giveh a full declaration of having changed 
his domicile to England. 

Mr. McCann, K.C., replying for the 
appellants, referred to Mr. Overend’s pro- 
position with respect to the abandonment of 
an old domicile and the acquisition of a new 
one, explaining that Mr. Overend’s conten- 
tion, as he understood it, was that it was 
not sufficient proof of the acquisition of a 
new domicile to show residence in another 
lace. His submission, as a matter of law, 
was that the abandonment of an old domi- 
cile and the acquisition of a new domicile 
was not consistent with continuing to pré- 
serve the old residential amenities of the old 
domicile and to occupy them year by year, 
as in this case. 

With regard to the facts of this case, in 
which it was shown that there was a con- 
tinued retention of all the _ residential 
ameniffes, there was. no evidence before the 
Commissioners at all that Lord Iveagh had 
abandoned his domicile in this country. 

Replying to the Chief Justice, he explained 
that there was no appeal with regard to 
domicile in any Court here before, 

With respect to the deed poll he submitted 
that it was quite inadequate to establish the 
acquisition of a new and permanent domicile 
in England for the rest of the Earl s life, as 
therein declared.

THE OPENING OF LICENSED 


PREMISES. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


An appeal by the defendant in the case of 
Inspector Brennan, of the Civic Guard, 
against Mr. William Findlater, 9 Rathmines 
terrace, Rathmines, came before the Court by 
way of case stated by District Justice Cussen. 

Mr. Cussen in his case stated set out that 
the defendant was charged that, being the 
holder of an on-licence, he did keep open his 
pane for the sale of intoxicating liquor 
etween 2.50 p.m. and 3.50 p.m. on 9th 
February, 1929. The facts proved were that 
the defendant was the holder of an ordinary 
seven-day licence for the sale of intoxicating 
liquor to be consumed on or off the premises, 
and also of a wholesale beer dealer’s licence, 
as defined by Section 37 of 57 and 38 Vic., 
cap. 69. On the date mentioned the 
premises were open for business between 2.50 
p.m. and 3.30 p.m. In addition to the sale of 
intoxicating liquor the defendant sold 
groceries in a place not structurally separate 
from the place where the intoxicating liquor 
was sold.

Mr. Justice Sullivan: said that it was not 
necessary for the Court, in the view that 
they took of this case, to decide it on the 
basis of the first branch of the argument of 
Mr. Finlay (counsel for the respondent), 
that in construing the definition of “' off- 
licence’ in the Intoxicating Liquor Act of 
1927 they were hound to construe it in the 
light of the definition given to the word 
“hcence ” in the Act of 1874. The second 
branch of Mr. Finlay’s argument was that, 
apart from any definition given by the Act 


of 1874, or any previous licensing Act, the 
words ‘“‘for consumption off the remises, 
contained in the definition of “‘ off licence 
in the Act of 1927, had a well-recog ised 
meaning in the licensing code. His lordship 
was satisfied on Mr. Finlay’s argaert that 
that construction was correct. ie was of 
opinion, therefore, that the conviction was 
correct and should be affirmed.

MONEY TO BUY PICTURES. 


In the matter of the trusts of the will of 
Mr. Thomas Haverty, deceased, in relation to 
the bequests therein contained for the pur- 

ose of encouraging Irish art (painting), Mrs. 
Mary Marcella Grennan, of Rockingham, 1 
Clarinda Park, Kingstown, plaintiff, and the 
Attorney-General of the Irish Free State, 
defendant, a scheme settled by the examiner 
for the carrying out of the trusts of the will 
came up for consideration. 

The fate Mr. Thomas Haverty, a wealthy 
gentleman who lived at Lindsay road, Glas- 
nevin, Dublin, left to trustees a large sum of 
money, which now produces an ann’ “] income 
of over £500, which he directed should be 
used for the purpose of encouraging Irish art 
(painting) in the same way that the Chantrey 
or Turner bequest is used for English art. 

The scheme, as submitted, provided for the 
transfer of the fund to the Commissioners of 
Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland 
to be invested in trustee securities, the trust 
to be known as the Haverty Trust, and the 
Free State Minister for Education and the 
President for the time being of the Royal 
Hibernian Academy to be trustees of the 
trust. It was further provided that, on the 
office of Lord Mayor of Dublin being revived as 
an active office, the person holding such office 
was also to be appointed a trustee. The 
acting trustees were authorised to appoint 
nine persons as a selection committee, with 
power to them to select, purchase, and com- 
mission pictures in ‘accordance with the 
scheme and trust. The committee suggested 
was the Free State Minister for Education, 
the Director of the Nationa] Gallery of Ire- 
land, the President of the Royal Hibernian 
Acacemy, the Lord Mayor of Dublin, the 
Curator of the Municipal Gallery and 
Museum, Belfast, and four other persuns 
one of whom was to be nominated by the 
Minister of Education of Northern Ireland. 
This committee was authorised by the scheme 
to purchase or commission pictures, and pay 
for them out of the accrued income of tlie 
trust fund, any unexpended balance of the 
trust func accruing in any year to be in- 
vested and retained as income available for 
future expenditure. No picture was to be 
selected for purchase except those which had 
been painted by artists of Irish birth living 
in Ireland, and such pictures were to con- 
form with the wishes expressed in the will 
of Mr. Thomas Haverty, that was “‘histori- 
cal, fancy subjects, and an occasional Jand- 
scape of a very high order.” All such pic- 
tures purchased were to become the pro- 
erty of such public or municipal gallery or 
institution as the committee should decide, 
but a proportion of the pictures purchased 
annually to the value of not less than cue- 
fourth of the amount expended, calculated 
over a period of five years, was to be allotted 
to, and become the property of, some such 
gallery or institution in Northern Ireland to 
be nominated by the Curator of the. Mun.ci- 


E Gallery and Museum, Belfast, and the 


Minister of Education of Northern Ireland 
(or his nominee), and in the event of dis- 
agreement between these two persons, then 
by the committee as a whole. If, from any 
cause, the capital value of the trust fund 
should fall below £10,000, then the applica- 
tion of the income of the fund should be 
suspended, and the income accumulated as 
capital until the capital should be restored 
to the value of £10,000 

Mr. Justice Meredith considered each para- 
graph of the scheme in detail, and, it being 
stated that it was the declared wish of the 
testator that the administration of the trust 
should, so far as possible, 'be kept free from 
Government control, he deleted, with the con- 
sent of the parties represented, the name 
of the Free State Minister for Education, as 
one of the trustees.

APPROVAL OF A SCHEME. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE . 

In the matter of McDevitt's 'Lrusta, an 
application was made on behalf of Most Rev. 
Dr. McNeely, Bishop of Raphoe, and the 
executor of the will of the late Cardinal 
O'Donnell, as plaintiffs, to settle a scheme in 
accordance with the terms of the will of Mrs. 
Kate McDevitt, deceased, late of Glenties, 
Co. Donegal. By her will she left the residue 
of her estate-to the late Cardinal O'Donnell] 
upon trust to apply it for such charitable 
purposes in the diocese of Raphoe as he 
Should in his absolute discretion think fit. The 
testatrix had predeceased Cardinal O'Donnell 
by about 18 months, and the plaintiffs brought 
into Court a scheme which had been drafted 
by them and settled at Chambers. It pro- 
vided for the application of the income of the 
fund amounting to about £140 a year for 
scholarships for bofs tenable at St. ‘Eunan’s 
College, Letterkenny, and for scholarships for 
girls tenable at Loreto Convent, Letterkenny, 
and that the sums given for the boys’ scholar- 
be should be egual to those given for the 
girls’ scholarships. It was also suggested 
that the trustees of the fund should be the 
Bishop of Raphone, the President of St. 
Eunan’s College, Letterkenny, and the 
Administrator of the parish of Letterkenny. 

Mr. . Justice Johnston approved the 
scheme as submitted, and directed that copies 
of it should be supplied to the trustees. 

Mr. E. J. Kelly (instructed by Messrs. A. 
O'Hagan and Son) appeared for the plaintiffs. 

Mr. B. McGuckin instructed by Mr. H. B. 
O’Hanlon, who appeared for the Attorney- 
(reneral, named as a defendant, approved of 
the scheme. 


DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT. 
FOUND WITH REVOLVER 
AND AMMUNITION, 


TICKET-OF-LEAVE MAN IN 
TROUBLE.

Martin Ryce, said to be a ticket-of-leave 
man, and his wife, both residing at North 
(umberland street, Dublin, were charged by 
Detective Officer Brady and Guard 77 C with 
being in possession of a revolver and five 
rounds of ammunition on the 20th inst. 

Mr. Patrick Campbell, solicitor, appeared 
for Martin Ryce. 

Guard 77 C deposed to finding the revolver 
and ammunition in the possession of the male 
defendant in Marlborough street. 

Detective Officer Brady said that a search 
of the ammunition register did not disclose 
the names of either of the prisoners. 

For the defence, Mrs. lais O'Donohoe 
said that, she was in the room of the accused 
on the date mentioned in the charge, and 
saw Mrs. Ryce give a revolver to Martin 
Ryce, telling him to go out and try to séll 
it, so that they might get some food for the 
children. Ryce asked his wife where she got 
the revolver, and she replied that she would 
tell him when he had disposed of it. Ryce 
then took out the revolver and ammunition 
for the purpose of selling it. 

Mrs. Marcella Waldron gave corroborative 
evidence. 

Martin Ryce, in evidence, said that he 
had been out of Mountjoy for four weeks on 
ticket-of-leave, after oing twenty-seven 
months of a three years’ sentence for house 
breaking. i 

To Mr. Campbell—I will leave the country 
if 1 am lightly treated on this occasion. 

Ryce added that he had no vindictive 
intention in having the gun in his possession. 
He was only trying to get a purchaser for 
it when he was apprehended by the Guard. 

Mr. Campbell appealed for leniency, and 

said that, in all Blair, his client would 
have to serve the unexpired portion of his 
previous sentence now. 
. Mr. Collins said that the practice of carry- 
ing revolvers among the community by such 
men as Ryce was very serious. Such men 
were a menace to the banks, small traders 
and, in fact, to the citizens in general; and 
they could not be dealt with in a lenient 
manner. All concerned would have to be 
protected, and he would have to impose a 
sentence of six months, with hard labour. on 
Ryce. ‘The charge against Mrs. Ryce would 
be adjourned sonn a and the revolver and 
ammunition forfeited 


BORROWED BICYCLE. 

Private Casey, a medical orderly in St. 
Bricin’s Army Hospital, was charged by 
Detective Officer Byrne with the larceny from 
the hospital of a Hercules bicycle, valued at 
£8 8s., the property of Sergeant William

POST OFFICE CLEANER 
ACQUITTED. 


LETTERS IN A WASTE PAPER 
BASKET. 


(BEFORE JUDGE GLEESON AND A JURY.) 

Edward Cecil King was acquitted of the 
charges of having on the 9th March, 1929, 
while an officer of the Post Office, stolen 
forty postal packets; and also, on the second 
count, of having secreted forty postal packets 
in the course of transmission by post. 

Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C. (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor), prosecuted. 

Mr. Felix Sherry (instructed by Mr. James 
Brady) defended. | 

Mr. Lavery, outlining the case, said that 
King was charged with a serious offence. He 
was employed as a cleaner at the Post Office, 
Pearse street, when the offence took place. 
The larceny was aggravated. by the fact that 
the accused man’s position, although humble, 
was one of trust. The evidence would be 
that he was seen on the 9th of March by 
another . official during the dinner-hour to 
take three bundles of letters and put them 
into a basket which he had for collecting the 
litter. In the Superintendent's office when 
the basket was examined the bundles were 
found underneath the litter. 

Michael Gibson, a sorter, said that on 
the 9th of March he and Mr. Moloney, 
another sorter, were the only two, officials in 
the sorting room. As the result of a con- 
versation with Moloney, the witness went up 
on to a platform, from which he had a good 
view of the whole sorting office. He saw 
King enter the office, carrying, a brush, and 
put his hand over, as if to turn off the 
radiator, at the same time looking round at 
the bags that held the letters. King then 
took two or three bundles of letters out of 
the bag and put then: on the edge of the 
radiator. He then went out of the office 
and returned with a basket, and after look- 
ing round dropped three bundles into the 
basket. The witness saw him and reported 
the matter to Mr. Hogan, the Superintendent. 
In the Superintendent’s office King was told 
to turn out his basket, and the undles of 
letters were found underneath the litter. 

Mr.. Sherry—Did King ever say that you 
put the letters in the basket out of malice 
towards him ”—Not in my presence. 

Did you see the second operation neces- 
sarv to extract two bundles from the different 
bags ?—I saw him put in his hand and take 
bundles. 

Did you see him extracting letters from 
the Granard bag ?—I could not say I did. 

Answering the judge, the witness said that 
he had instructions ens the Superintendent 
of the sorting room, Mr. Hogan, to observe 
King’s movements. i 

J. J. Hogan, superintendent of the sorting 
office, Pearse street, said that when he asked 
King if he had any correspondence in his 
basket King replied he had not. When the 
contents of the hasket were thrown on the 
ground two bundles of letters bata on 
top among the litter. Another bundle was 
found later. Asked to account for the 
bundles, King said he could not do so, and 
denied having put them in the basket. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Sherry, witness said 
that Gibson did not search King on a previous 
occasion. 

ACCUSED MAN’S DENIAL. 

William J. Justice, of the Post Office 
Investigation Department, said that King, In 
a statement, said that he could not account 
as to how the letters got into the basket. 
He said that he did not remove any letters 
from the bags. King also alleged that the 
charge was made against him by Mr. Gibson 
out of malice and to injure him, and added 


that Gibson made a similar charge against 


him about thrre months previously, and on 
that occasion no letters were found in his 
possession. When King’s house was searched 
no property of the Post Office was found. 
King, the accused man, giving evidence, 
said that he was employed in the Post Office 
in 1922. Prior to that he was in the British 
Army. When he was first employed at the 
Post Office there was a strike on. During his 
service in Pearse street he was not on friendly 
i » 4 , ” 
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terms with Mr. Gibson. On the 9th March 
he cleaned up the postmen’s quarters and 
proceeded to the sorting office. He left the 
basket there and went down to the boiler- 
room, and then returned to the sorting office. 
The basket was at that time about half full 
of litter. King denied that he touched any 
letters on that day. He could not say how 
the bundles got into the basket. 

Three months before that, King said, Mr. 
Gibson had reported him in the superin- 
tendent’s office, and he submitted himself to 
be searched. On the same occasion there was 
a little bulge on his shoulder, and Mr. Gib- 
son put his hand under his uniform and said, 
“What is this?” It was found to be his 
braces which were twisted. 

The jury found King not guilty, and he 
was discharged.

that boy but knew his destiny!”’ 
was the comment of Macaulay when 
he was first shown the “sunny child ”' 
who was to be Edward VII. 

I was pondering the poignancy of that 
comment the other day as I watched 
another “sunny child”? the little 
Princess Eligabeth,-when my companion 
interrupted my meditations with the 
remark that, after all, the baby princess 
wa; not so near the Throne. id not 
Princess Mary, as the King’s second 
child, and her sons, take precedence of the 
little Princess and her father? 

It is extraordinary what misconcep- 
tions appear still popularly to exist 
concerning the status of various members 
of the Royal Family, and even of the 
line of succession to the Throne. As a 
matter of fact, Princess Mary is not the 
second but the third, child of King 
George, so that in any case no question 
arises as between her and the Duke of 
York. 

Even if Princess Mary were the eldest 
of the family, her claims would still be 
subordinate to those of all her brothers. 
Although no Salic Law applies to the 
Royal succession in Great Britain, a 
woman can inherit only in the absence of 
a male of equally close relationship to 
the last Sovereign. Thus, a daughter of 
the Sovereign must always yield a prior 
right to her brothers, though her claims 
would be superior to all other males of 
the Royal House, including those of her 
uncles, the Sovereign’s brothers. In this 
way Queen Victoria, as the issue of an 
elder son, came to the throne to the 
exclusion of her uncle, the Duke of 
Cumberland, though the Salic Law in 
Hanover gave him the Crown of that 
country. 


THE LINE OF SUCCESSION. 


The. succession to the Throne stands at 
present as follows :— 

The Prince of Wales 

The Duke of York. 

Princess Elizabeth. 

The Duke of Gloucester. 

Prince Georce. 

Princess Mary. 

Master Georce Lascelles. 

The right of any one of these is dependent 
on there being no issue with prior claims 
from his, or her, immediate predecessor 
in the list. Princess Elizabeth, for 
instance, would lose pride of place if her 
parents are ever blessed with a son, 
though her claims would still precede those 
of her uncles and aunts. 

Thus Princess Mary even now stands 
sixth from the Throne, and in the 
erdinary course of events, must expect to 
he placed even more remotely in the 
succession. Yet to this extent she and her 
sons are in the line of succession, and it 
is at least conceivable that her elder son, 
now plain Master Lascelles, and 
technically, a commoner—his ‘‘ Honour- 
able” is merely a courtesy title—might 
go to bed one night as Mr. Lascelles and 
wake to find himself King of England. 


“ COMMONER ” ROYALTIES. 


The fact that it is possible for a 
grandson of the Sovereiyn to be a 
commoner is due to the Proclamation 
issued by the King in 1917, adopting the 
family name -of Windsor. In this 
Proclamation His Majesty laid it down 
that in future the styles of “ Prince ” 
and “ Princess’’ and “Royal Highness ” 
should be confined to the children of the 
Sovereign and to grandchildren in the 
male line only. 

The case of Princess Arthur of 
Connaught’s son is even more marked 
than that of Princess Mary. In his case 
both fathér and mother bear the Royal 
styles in: their own right, but the young 
Farl of Macduff is technically a 
commoner, and his earldom is merely a 
courtesy title in right of his mother. 

Outside the King’s own children there 
are many possible claimauts to the 
Throne. «Failing issue altogether from 
those children, the right would devolve 
on the King’s sisters and their issue. 
First would come the Princess Royal and 
her children and grandchildren ; Princess 
Arthur (whose claim is thus much stronger 
than that of her husband), and the Earl 
of Macduff; then, failing him, Lady 
Maud Carnegie and her issue. 

Failing that line, the right would 
devolve on Princess Victoria, and then on 
Queen Maud of Norway and her son, the 
Crown Prince Olaf. If that line should 
fail, the right would lie with the second 
daughter of the late Duke of Edinburgh 
(who became Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha), 
the Grand Duchess Cyril of Russia, since 
her elder sister, Queen Marie of Rumania, 
renounced her rights on her marriage. 

Only if this Saxe-Coburg branch failed 
would the Duke of Connaugh come into 
the succession, and after his line that of 
the late Duke of Albary. If these in 
turn failed, we should have to go back to 
the daughters of Queen Victoria, 
beginning with the House of the late 
Empress Frederick ; but as this line, with 
the ex-German Emperor at its head, is 
wholly out of practical bounds, it is 
profitless to pursue the investigation any 
further. 


THE THRONE OF SCOTLAND. 


In practice I do not suppose that there 
is the remotest chance of a foreigner ever 
being allowed to succeed to the Throne of 
England again. If by any chance strict 
adherence to the law of primogeniture 
should threaten to carry the succession 
to a foreign branch of the Royal Family, 
I imagine that both Sovereign and 
Parliament would combine in legislation 
to secure. it to such branches as were stil] 
domiciled in Great Britain. 

It is an odd and little-known fact, by 
the way, that, if the Roval Line of Great 
Britain should fail altogether in every 
branch since Mary Queen of Scots—which. 
humanly speakine, seems to be impossible 
—the Duke of Abercorn, the Governor of 
Northern Ireland, presumably could 
establish a sound legal claim to the Throne 
of Scotland. His ancestor, James 
Hamilton, second Earl of Erran, was 
appointed Regent of Scotland when Mary 
Queen of Scots was a child, and in the 
following year, in default of Royal heirs, 
was declared by Parliament Heir 
Presumptive to the Crown. 

Queen Mary, as we know, had an heir. 
and this splendid prospect for the 
“ Hungry Hamiltons”’ was never realised. 
Yet, so far as I am aware, that edict of 
Parliament never was revoked, and the 

t Duke, who is heir male of the 

ouse of Hamilton in an unbroken male 

descent, presumably could claim a legal 

right. doubt, however, if he ever 
regards it as a likely one. 

Another question that I hear frequently 
asked is whether the Duke of York, on 
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ing Heir Presumptive to the.Throne 
with the accession of his elder brother, 
would become Prince of Wales. 


THE PRINCE OF WALES. 


The. answer is in the negative. That 
title is conferred—it is never inherited, 
but is created afresh in every case by 
Letters Patent—ex¢lusively on the eldest 
surviving son of the reigning Sovereign. 
Clearly it could not be conferred on a 
brother so long as there was a chance, 
even if infinitely remote, of a son’s being 


rn. 

A first son born to the Sovereign is 
born Duke of Cornwall, Duke of Rothesay, 
Karl of Carrick, Baron of Renfrew, Lord 
of the Isles and Prince and Great 
Steward or Seneschal of Scotland. 
Incidentally, he is also born a mémber 
of the House of Lords, and need not wait 
tor his majority to take his sent there. 

In the same way the son of an heir to 
the Throne would succeed to these’ honours 
automatically on his father or mother 
fee to the Throne. In each case he 
is created Prince of Wales and Karl of 
Chester subsequently. Thus King George, 
who was Duke of York when Queut. 
Victoria died, automatically became Duie 
of Cornwall and York on that event, and 
was su mtly created Prince of Wales 
and Earl of Chester. 


A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


“ STRONG BOY ' AT THE 
METROPOLE CINEMA. 


The Fox production, “Strong Boy,” at 
the Metropole Cinema this week is a 
typical summer season affair—a film 
which keeps one interested and amused in 
a lazy kind of way without throwing any 
strain on one’s attention in following 
through the maze of a plot. Here such 
story as there is serves to show, in a light 
way, what “ ambition’’ can do for a man. 
In this case it is the girl to whom the 
young railway worker is engaged to be 
married who is endowed with the 
‘ambition ” to see her young man get on 
in life. 

Victor McLaglen, who plays the réle of 
“Strong Boy,” is represented as a big, 
good-natured fellow, whose only ambition 
is to work on the footplate of an engine 
and to marry Mary (Leatrice Joy). Some- 
body said recently that success in life 
was, in 95 per cent of the cases, due to 
luck. Strong Boy’s success in his job 
was 99 per cent. due to luck. Things 
simply “ broke ” right for him. His good 
nature impels him to chat with a lost 
child at a particularly fortunate moment. 
and subsequent lucky happenings bring 
him into prominence with the manage- 
ment. <A final episode, in which ke 
circumvents a gang of jewel thieves, gains 
for him not only a good job but makes 
the fulfilment of his ambition possible. 

A simple little story, it is well told 
with hnmorous touches throughout. Victor 
McLaglen and Leatrice Joy carry their 
parts well, and are well supported by a 
couple of easy-going comedians. 


FARCE AT THE GAIETY. 


A CHEERFUL TRIFLE. 


Easily the most impressive thing at the 
Gaiety Theatre last night was the series of 
ear-splitting yells emitted by Miss Kathleen 
Ellis, who impersonated Jacky Gibson, when 
sho believed her jewels had been stolen. 
Such screams have not been heard on the 
stage for a long time—so real were they 
that a street fight might have been in 
progress. 

Neither the play nor the acting was im- 
pressive, so that when all else has been 
quickly forgotten only the screams will be 
recalled by which to identify ‘‘ Big Fleas ’’— 
that ‘‘catching’’ piay in which everyone 
escapes. The only justification that may be 
feund for the title is that one set of 
‘‘crooks"’ preys upon another, but many 
more elegant titles would suggest themselves 
if the public was less likely to be attracted 
by extravagant titles. Anyway, the play is 
a ‘‘farcical comedy,” which must not be 
examined too closely. 

The whole thing turns upon a million- 
dollar necklace which is believed to be in the 
possession of one Richard van Dyron. ‘The 
Hon. John St. Clair and his partner, Horace 
Leon Goodstein, are after the necklace, but 
so in turn are Helene Fricourt, (ia 
Chicago Kitty, and Mrs. Fanny Entwistle, 
secretary of a home for reformed criminals. 
The second act finds St. Cair and Goodstein 
in the van Dyron bedroom. They are inter- 
rupted by Chicago Kitty and, just as things 
are settling down, by Mrs. Entwistle. 
Noisy discusison awakes van Dyron, who had 
been very unaccountably overlooked in his 
bed, and by Burton, posing as a detective 
from Scotland Yard, who has hidden under 
the bed, whea he ought to be sitting on an 
ant-heap ontside. When van Dyron and 
Burton reveal themseives as ‘‘crooks’”’ the 
farce is played out, and the further adventures 
of the jewels are merely by-play to make 
an evening’s entertainment. That Horace 
Goodstein finaily secures them is what the 
audience expected. 

A packed house seemed to enjoy every 
moment of the farce. But, despite that 
apparent enjoyment, it must be said that 
“ Big Fleas ” is poor fare, very unlikely to 
be such a success as that famous farce 
associated with the name of Brandon Thomas. 
With such poor material, good acting was 
quite impossible, and some of the very small 
parts were the best filled. Mr. Harry Rogers, 
as the hotel manager, pleased consistently, 
and Miss Sydney Fairbrother’s acting ability 
survived even the poverty of her part. As 
the police-constable, Mr, H. M. Bradford 
managed to interpose a delightful momen, of 
reality. 

“ Big Fleas ” is a contribution to cheerful- 
ness which will serve its turn.

Lord Londonderry’s Directorate. 


The Marquess of Londonderry, with his 
multifarious business, social and political 
engagements, must be one of the busiest 
4 ci members of the 
British peerage, and 
I hear that he has 
now added to his re- 
sponsibilities by ac 
cepting a seat on the 
Board of the London 
and North - Eastern 
Railway Company. 

Lord Londonderry’s 
big mining estates in 
Durham are all in 
area of this railway 
company. A good 
deal of the company’s 
traffic revenue is de- 
rived from the 
carriage of minerals, and his’ lordship’s 
knowledge of the coal trade should prove 
a valuable asset in his new post. 

Lord Londonderry is one of the biggest 
landowners in the British Isles, but esti- 
mates of his holdings are frequently 
exaggerated. Only recently he took an 
opportunity to deny a statement that he 
owned 50.000 acres in the North of Eng- 
land and 30.000 acres in Ireland, saying 
that he owned only about one-tenth of that 
total, and was actually out of pocket after 
paying rates, taxes. repairs and other 
outgoings. 


Shakespeare in Modern Dress. 


The experiment at the Apollo of pro- 
ducing the ‘‘ Merry Wives of Windsor ”' 
in modern dress is being much discussed. 
If anyone could so play the Falstaff it is 
Mr. Oscar Asche, but the play seems to me 
a bad selection for the moderniser’s pur- 
pose. Where the play, as in Hamlet, 
depends upon a permanent and hichly 
interesting ethical problem, the dress is 
immaterial to that end. But romantic 
comedy demands illusion; it clamours for 
a reasonable detachment from the 
immediateness of life. One can feel 
romantic in South Great George’s street: 
but it is better to reserve the moment 
of romantic revelation for the park. To 
be comic in College Green is to achieve 
the farcical. The flavour of Rabelais is 
best achieved through a glass; there must 
be a mitigating medium. It is, of course, 
erroneous to suppose the Shakesperian 
producers must necessarily date their 
costumes; Shakespeare himself dressed 
his characters for illusion, not for 
history. In the romantic comedies, abid- 
ing problems of life, the satire of per- 
sistencies depend nothing on dress; but 
the transient hits, the localised points 
must be pandered to. Not the less, it 
would be pleasant to see the “ Merry 
Wives’’ with Mr. Oscar Asche in Dublin, 
if only to find how wrong one is.

They consist of at least 
one shock-headed youth, who is on such 
terms with the driver that the idea of 
his paying a fare is ridiculous. When 
the great drama of the omnibus comes to 
be written, he and his fellow will feature 
among the dramatic persone as “ friends 
to the driver.” His duty is to engage the 
driver in diverting conversation as we 
hurtle forward; it is his hand that 
supplies the match as that functionary, 
nirily cutting in between a lorry and a 
flock of sheep, lights his cigarette. He 
also stands at the door, making entrance 
a difficulty, and bustles forward with 
efficionus assistance as we disembark.

Now, church 
organs are in a class by themselves, far 
above the common run of musical instru- 
ments, and I began to ponder over the 
reason for the bagpipes’ splendid isola- 
tion. Surely, in a musical city like ours, 
one would expect to find at least a fife 
or a humble flageolet. But no, the conclu- 
sion was forced on me that no other 
musical instrument could thrive in the 
same city with the ferocious “ pipes.” 


Wigan for Holidays. 


Wigan has been for so long associated 
with the jokes of music-hall comedians 
that those who know it not are prepared 
to take its vileness on trust. But the 
actual fact is that Wigan is quite a 
pleasant town, whose inhabitants are 
mightily proud of it. So proud are they 
that they have been celebrating its 
evolution in a pageant, ' Wigan cn 
Wheels through Two Thousand Years, 
in which every form of vehicle, from the 
Roman chariot to the most elaborate

SMALL YACHT WHICH 
CROSSED ATLANTIC,

In Kingstown Harbour there is lying the | 

‘ton American yacht Seven Bells, barely 
fifty-six feet in length and drawing seven 
feet of water. This small vessel crossed the 
Atlantic from the United States manned only 
by a crew of six, not one of whom possesses a 
certificate of navigation. This crew includes 
a Professor of Physics. of ‘the University of 
Buffalo, two lawyers, an architect and an 
undergraduate of Harvard University. 

The Seven Bells ‘is a Bermuda-rigged 
schooner ketch and is registered at the little 
port of Branford, Connecticut. She accom- 
plished the Atlantic passage in twenty-five 
days, and spent some time cruising in the 
( hannel before being laid up at Falmouth for 
the winter. This summer he crew returned 
to Europe, and continued to cruise, visiting 
Baltimore, County Cork; Schull, Glengarriff, 
Sneem, Castletownshend and Kinsale. They 
arrived in Kingstown on Sunday morning. 
The Seven Bells is moored out in the harbour 
—a graceful little craft with black hull and 
brown sails—while her crew are sight-seeing 
in Dublin. 

THE CREW. 

Her owners are Captain Carleton S. Cooke, 
lawyer, Captain of the 10lst Cavalry Regi- 
ment and graduate of Harvard; and Major 
Thomas F. Cooke, the Professor of Physics 
and a graduate of Columbia. The architect 
is Juhan H. Whittlesey, of Vale. Goodwin 
Cooke is another lawver, of Harvard. where 
his brother, Crispin Cooke, is still an under- 
graduate. During this stage of the cruise the 
sibth member of the ship’s company is Mrs. 
Thomas F. Cooke. 

A representative of the Jrish Timee visited 
the Seven Bells at her moorings and was 
shown over her. From stem to stern every 
fitting is an example of the experience of.a 
iifetime’s yachting. 

The vessel is lighted by acetylene gas, and 
a large stove in the galley is worked by the 
same means. The mattresses in the bunks are 
of rubber, inflated with air. instead of the 
traditsonal straw-stuffed ‘‘donkev’s breakfast.” 
There is a properly fitted wash basin and a 
glazed sink. and many other contrivances 
the use of which the landsman cannot com- 
prehend, but which were understood and 
highly approved by local yachtsmen.

The log of the Seven Bells cintains photo- 
graphs taken in all weathers. Some show 
the crew sitting in pyjamas in the tropic heat 
of the Gul&®Stream, others the same men in 
oilskins and sou-westers, battling with heavy 
seas. 

The Seven Bells leaves Kingstown to-day 
for Carlingford, and after that for the Isle 
of Man. She will return to Kingstown for 
Horse Show week, and after that will prob- 
ably cruise in the Baltic. In the autumn 
she will be shipped back to America on board 
some liner.

THE REFORMATION, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—A few things emerge clearly out 
of the rather saabiing reply of Canon 
Thompson to my letter. To be sure, as Mr. 
Baldwin teharked during the Prayer-book 
debate, logic is not a strong point of the 
Protestant Church. It is a pleasure, how- 
ever, to note that the Canon says: “ In due 
course we shall take up the challenge of the 
Emancipation Centenary addresses. It is a 
fair challenge and we would not be worth 
our salt to let it lie undefended.’’ The Canon 
may rely on the addresses published in the 
July number of the Jr Hosary as 
sufhciently authoritative. The second point 
is, as the Canon expresses it: ' My conten- 
tion is the superiority of the Church of 
Ireland to the Church of which Father Ronan 
is so Joyal a member.” Really, when I had 
the pleasure of making the good Canon's 
acquaintance [ could see nothing to justify 
such a claim of superiority, and he, Í am 
pleased to say, is above the average of his 
cloth. But let us examine the question from 
the point of view of acquaintance with the 
history of the Early Irish Church, which is 
the one’ at issue 

I stated that I could name half a dozen 
Looks by Catholic writers on that period, and 
that I had them before me. It ts clear that 
this superior Canon, with all the leisure and 
facilities at his hand, was quite non-plussed 
by my statement, and quite coolly asked me 
if I would tell my bookseller to send him 
copies, showing that he did not even know 
their names or dates. It would take a long 
time to collect them, as they are all out of 
print, but Trinity College Library, 1 am 
sure, has copies of them. The Canon’s 
admission of his ignorance of them shows 
that he did not put into practice the advice 
of Dr. Salmon of twenty-nine years 
which he quotes verbatim: ‘‘ Every learned 
clergyman, especially if he engages in con 
troversy, must have in his library many 
books with which he does not agree ad 
for I have always thought it a good rule not 
to be satisfied with shrieking at opinions with 
which we disagree, but to strive to know the 
best things that can be said in their defence. 
and grapple honestly with them.” Canon 
Thompson passed, I presume (perhaps, 1 am 
wrong), many years in Trinity College, with 
a well-stocked library at his hand, and 
tutored in ecclesiastical history by a learned 
professor ; yet he has not heard the names of 
half a dozen Catholic works, or, perhaps, 
even one; or, at all events, during his many 
years as a clergyman with those facilities, 
he has not come across them. Yet he enters 
into a controversy on the subject, sublimely 
ignorant of the other side—I should almost 
say, - shrieking at opinions with which he 
disagrees.’ 

He confesses he never knew of Dr. 
Murphy s reply to Dr. Salmon on “ Infalli 
bility,” although the Jrish Ecclesiastical 
Record can be had in Trinity Library 
When I was studying the Church Tract the 
class had Dr. Salmon’s book before it.

As to the Canon’s irrelevant introduction 
of a criticism of my book, | am 
enough to admit that it has blemishes.

of twenty-two years, as the Canon should 
be aware when he quoted the very dates, but 
he translated it to cover the sixteenth cen 
tury. Where, I may ask, is the logic in con 
cluding that, because no Catholic book (or. 
indeed, Protestant ex professo work) has 
been published on that period before mine, 
therefore “even Roman Catholic historians 
were ignorant of the Irish ecclesiastical his 
tory of the sixteenth century?” It only eves 
to show again the ignorance of the Canon 
of Catholic writers and writings dealing with 
the sixteenth century. 

I have little space left to deal with the 
meanderings of the Canon. It is interesting 
to learn that he 1s the thirty-second viear of 
St. Thomas’s in succession to the “ reformed ”’ 
monk of the Abbey, and that he dates his 
succession from the sixteenth century, and to 
learn of the “ land hunger ” in regard to the 
Abbey possessions. If the Canon will take 
up the Calendars of Patent Rolls and the 
Fiants of Elizabeth he will read there page 
after page of the Government officials in 
whom the “land hunger” was indeed 
exhausting, and who received the lands, the 
nucleus of the great estates of the “ Irish’ 
titled gently ; and he will read of the proviso 
in the leases that no alienation was to be 
made to any of Irish birth. That was how 
Henry and Elizabeth satiated the so-called 
“land hunger ”; and Henry, bestowing the 
gold ornaments and precious stones confis 
cated from among the votive offerings of 
Catholic shrines on his many innamorate, 
affords us another proof of how he desired to 
appease this “ land hunger. 

Lastly, being concerned only with the 
question of tho Church in Ireland, I do not 
see what the leakages in the Charch in 
America have to do with it; but, for the 
information of the Canon, I may refer lim 
to ‘‘Catholicism and the Modern Mind,” by 
Michael Williams, who says (p 41) that in 
150 years the membership of the Catholic 
Church in America has grown from about 
twenty thousand to more than eighteen 
millions. For this the Irish immigrants are 
in a great measure responsible, in spite of 
leakages. In a similar way one can speak 
of England for ‘‘ within the past century the 
Catholic population of it and Wales has 
grown from about 200,000 to considerably

PROHIBITION IN GREYSTONES. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sig,—A few thousand miles westward of 
our tiny, island a nation is prohibited from 
consuming alcohol. We are approaching, 
obviously, a stage when we shall be en- 
joined, under dire penalty, to eschew water. 
Possibly we Greystones people really deserve 
yunishment. According to recent statistics, 
issued from Cork Hill, every one of us— 
man, woman and child—consumes seventy 
gallons of water daily. Missionaries in the 
cause of total abstinence, apostles of cleanli- 
ness and devotees of hygiene might welcome 
such hydromania as a sign of grace. Not so 
the guardians of the waterworks. 

In this connection, surprising as it may 
seem in the light of current figures and 
injunctions, we in Greystones actually pay for 
the water we consume, to the tune of ls. 84. 
in the pound valuation, for an allowance of 
thirty gallons per diem apiece, and, beyond 
that ration, at the rate of sixpence per thou- 
sand gallons. We are strictly metered at an 
annual rent of twelve shillings, and we are 
charged one pound sterling for the privilege 
of watering our gardens, and yet another 
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| pound sterling for removing mud and dust 
from our motor cars. Indeed, if really and 
truly we are drawing seventy gallons yer 
head from the mains, the authorities must 
find us quite a paying proposition. 

I wonder, however—for even the best in- 
tentioned officials may. neglect significant data 
—whether the consumption, greedy as it may 
appear, is based on the last census return, 
compiled at a time when the population was 
at low ebb, and when many houses, in what 
must be in future regarded as an aquarium 
rather than as a residential district, were 
closed. In the month of July ~~ 
increases twofold or threefold. as allow- 
ance been made for this in the divisor when 
the quotient was being secured? Any way, 
we are to be punished. On and after August 
lst, according to a ukase published in your 
columns, when the people of Greystones have 
collectively consumed water to an amount 
equal to twenty-five gallons apiece, the town 
will become dry. The ninety-nine just- per- 
sons who, realising the situation, have been 
sparing in their use of the fluid, must suffer 
that the one offender, wallowing in his tub, 
with his mouth glued to the tap, and a hose 
liberally bedewing his lawn, his cabbages 
and his sweet pea, may be induced to repent. 

I have read of the intense irritation and 
excitement that were created when Mr. 
Bumble was asked a question. I will, never- 
theless, risk three :— 

1. Is the allowance thus arbitrarily fixed 
by the authorities based on the summer popu- 
lation of Greystones, when hotels, apartments 
and boarding-houses are full, or on the census 
return’ of 1926, when they were almost 
empty ” 

2. Has due consideration been given to the 
position that will be created? Householders 
will be unaware when the sword of the turn- 
cock, so to speak, will fall. Accordingly 
there will be an early morning rush to fill 
every conceivable utensil with the precious 
liquid. The principle of “the devil take the 
hindmost”’ is not in perfect accord with 
modern democratic thought. 

3. Does the ration include or exclude the 
vast amount of water which in “ Greystones, 
Delgany and adjoining districts’’ escapes 
from bursts in the public mains, and which, 
unattended for hours and sometimes for days 
on end, converts the channels, roads and foot- 
paths into streams, waterfalls and deltas? 

Replies to these queries may go far towards 
assuaging a not unnatural irritation created 
by a serious curtailment of the local water 
supply. Were such limitation an isolated 
occurrence, it might be endured calmly as an 
act of Providence. Recurring, as it does, 
with every really normal summer, it 1s, 
perhaps, pertinent to ask those in authority 
whether they regard the efforts to attract 
tourists to Irish seaside resorts as so much 
bunkum? If so, we shall know where we are. 
We can inform our potential visitors that, if 
they come to Dublin and its environs in a 
wet season, all will be well; if, alternatively, 
their holidays happen to be crowned with fine 
weather, their ablutions must be merely 
superficial, and their thirst may be attuned 
to the depth of the water in the Roundwood 
Reservoir and the arithmetic of its super- 
visors. 

Having trespassed so heavily on your space, 
I will dismiss from argument such minor 
matters as whether it is quite equitable for 
supplying interests. to demand payment from 
consumers when the former fail to fulfil their 
share of the bargain,; and whether it is quite 
just to charge for the use of a hose which is 
usually prohibited at the moment when such 
use becomes of paramount importance. It 
does seem strange, however, that we should 
be taxetl out of one pocket for the drainage 
of superfluous water from the country and 
rated out of the other pocket for water which, 
owing to imperfect conservation, is doled out 
in limited quantities when, for the sake of 
ordinary health and comfort, it is most vitally 
needed.—Yours, etc., Ocu.rs.”

Who 
ever heard of one of them making a traffic 
signal or considering what was behind him 
before stopping quickly? Unless one has 
an intimate knowledge of tramway routes, 
how is one to know in what direction a 
tram is going to turn? If the Tramway 
Company had the slightest regard for other 
| ago | of the streets, they would long 


ago have fitted red electric ' stop ” signals 
at the rear of their vehicles, as is practi- 
ST 4 universal throughout Canada and the 
U.S.A. 


One might also suggest a simple electri- 
cally-lit right and left turn signal in the 
form of arrows pointing in either direction. 
On many streets and roads all horse traffic, 
on being overtaken by a tram, is forced to 
cross to its wrong side, thus causing danger cud 
delay to traffic from the opposite direction. 
In narrsw streets no vehicle can stop outside 


the tram line and the curb. The standards 
in the centre of some streets are a danger 
and cause of delay. The Tramway Com- 
pany have a pleasing habit, when relaying 
lines, of making use of practically the. whole 
roadway, no matter how wide, leaving barely 
sufficient room for a single line of traffic in. 
one direction. One hears what the Tram- 
way Company is paying for the use of the 
streets, but really the sum would be an in- 
adequate rent for the central tram station 
commonly known as O'Connell street, while 
1] venture to state that, if the Tramway Uom- 
pany were taxed, as are the ‘buses, on the 
seating capacity of its vehicles, its contribu- 
tion would be very much larger. 

Mr. Harriss is not at all accurate in 
stating that trams are in favour in the 
cities with the densest traffic. As everyone 
knows, they are kept off the streets of cen- 
tral London, the planned extensions to whyh 
Mr. Harriss refers being subterranean links 
under the dense traffic areas, and planned so 
as to keep trams off the streets. In Paris 
trams are to be abolished in the city prop-r. 
In many Canadian cities within the last 
two years trams have disappeared in favour 
of "buses. In Quebec, where the narrower 
streets may be compared to those of Dublin, 
trams are only permitted to run in one 
direction in streets where there is only room 
for a single line. They turn on a loop line 
at the ends of their routes and return by a 
parallel route. Barcelona is one of the few 
of the world’s larger cities in which trams 
are thoroughly satisfactory, — because 
of its straight and immensely wide streets. 

Finally, here is a suggestion for road safety 
in the country. Everyone in charge of 
animals on the road after dark should be 
compelled to carry a light, even in the case 
of cows being driven to and from pasture. 
Nobody should be permitted to turn 
animals through a gate on to a road with- 
out first ascertaining that no motor car 1s 
approaching.— Yours, etc.,

Thousands of former 
Unionists and Nationalists accepted the 
Treaty in the hope that its spirit would 
be observed as well as its letter, but they 
have been grievously disappointed. Mr. 
Cosgrave’s Government does not hesitate 
to take advantage of its imperial position 
by availing itself, for instance, of the ,

machinery of. the Empire ‘Seskating | 
Board; but, at the same time, it 
is always on the alert to repudiate 
the imperial connection. It has 
abolished the King’s head from its postage 
stamps and coinage; it ignores the 
imperial flag and regards the playing of 
the Empire’s Anthem as an insult. His 
Majesty, who is an integral part of the 
Oireachtas, is treated as an alien, and, 
although, of course, the Governor-General 
was represented, the Free State Govern- 
ment took no part in the recent Thanks- 
giving Service in Dublin. These, and 
similar things, may be regarded as 
matters of mere sentiment, but the ques- 
tion of Privy Council appeals is vitally 
important. Interference with the subject’s 
right of appeal is a blow at the very basis 
of the Constitution. Furthermore, by its 
attack on Article 66 the Government sets 
a precedent to future Administrations, 
which may find other articles just as 
obnoxious, and may use the same means 
to get rid of them. 


Lough Erne. 


Not to have seen Lough Erne is not to 


have seen Ireland. Writing to The Times, 


Colonel J. R. Darley, Chairman of the 
Enniskillen Board of Conservators, draws 
attention to ‘‘the unexplored, unknown 
and undeveloped possibilities of that re- 
markable expanse of water.” Poets have 
described and painters have depicted the 
varying charm of the scenery of the Erne, 
with its hundreds of wooded islands and its 
background of dim hills. Colonel Darley 
points out, however, that the Erne has 
interests beyond those of the mere sight- 
seer. He goes so far as to affirm that 
‘the flora and fauna are, perhaps, the 
most interesting in Europe.’ If this is 
a somewhat daring claim, at least it is 
true that the naturalist will find unusual 
variety and a rare field for exploration. 
Birds and fish alike abound. The tufted 
duck numerous. The golden eye, 
widgeon and pintail are common. In the 
Middle and Upper Lake, which have been 
studied but little in summer time, the 
great crested grebe is plentiful and the 
black-necked grebe has been seen.

Norway’s Progress. 


imminent

The completion of the 
Shannon adds interest to the 
recent development of electrical power in 
Norway. That country and the Irish 
Free State have many points of similarity. 
In both a lack of coal and iron has 
retarded industrial progress, while the 
abundant water power of Norway is set 
off by the greater fertility of Irish soil. 
During the last twenty years electricity 
has revolutionised Norwegian life. At 
first it was used only for lighting pur- 
poses, but of late the housewife has 
learned the value of the electric cooker 
and now is becoming familiar with 
scientific means to clean, iron and wash. 
As a result of this development there is a 
great increase of leisure. No longer is 
the housewife’s orbit bounded by the 
petty cares of daily life. She has time to 
enlarge her outlook by reading, by travel 
and by intercourse with neighbours who, 
like herself, can talk of matters other 
than food and raiment. Thus the 
children derive, With the happiest 
results, the benefit of a conversation 
umong their elders that was denied to 
their forefathers. There is every reason 
to hope that the early part of next year 
will see the Shannon scheme in operation, 
though some time may pass before Irish 
housewives take kindly to the various 
forms of electrical contrivance that then 
will become available. It is important, 
therefore, that the. authorities shall spare 
no effort to provide the necessary educa- 
tion. The family is the pivot of a nation’s 
life, and everything that concerns the home 
is of national importance. A mother 
overburdened with household worries is 
unable to give proper attention to her 
children at their most plastic age. High 
hopes are entertained of the Shannon 
scheme, both industrially and domestic- 
ally; but, if it serves only to provide 
increased opportunities for mental 
development to the Irish mother, the

Babel and the League. 


The Babel of Shinar is being re-enacted 
in the offices of Geneva.

much exercised by the different interpre- 
tations placed by various languages upon 
words, even when literally translated. So 
acute has the problem become that a 
letter has been circulated, with a proposal] 
by Dr. William Haas, of Berlin, that a 
lexicon of political terms shall be pre- 
pared. Dr. Haas says that there are two 
categories of linguistic confusion. First, 
there are terms which have a slightly 
different meaning in various languages, 


‘and, secondly, some terms are peculiar to 


their own tongue and are incapable of 
literal translation. Instances are cited 
and the Institute invites suggestions and 
definitions. The point is not unimportant, 
since it expresses in parable the diffi- 
culties that lie before the League of 
Nations. It has been said that we can 
infer the Atlantic Ocean from a drop of 
water, but, if we are to achieve this 
result, the drop of water must be visible. 
The English “law” and the German 
‘“recht,’’ for instance, have not quite the 
same connotation. “Law ” to the English 
mind suggests a welter of litigation, 
resulting in a verdict agreeable to statute 
and precedent, if not to equity: the 
Englishman regards the law as a “ hass,’ 
but respects it as a necessary evil. The 
German ‘“‘récht’’ means abstract right 
and is used also to describe what the 
English call “law.” There are many 
such problems of terminology, and thus 
confusion hardly can fail to arise in a 
League where the languages of the world 
are represented. Until the great ideal of 
peace becomes; esoterically universal—ii 
the verbal contradiction be permitted— 
this dificulty must remain. Words do 
not matter, but not till the mental 
language of the nations is one will the 
peace of the world become immortal.

In granting to the Foyle and Bann 
Fisheries Company last week ah inter- 
locutory injunction to restrain “certain 
Donegal fishermen “ from trespassing and 
fishing ” in the waters of Lough Foyle, 
Lord Justice Andrews, of the Chancery 
Division Court of Northern Ireland, has 
raised an issue of apparently first class 
importance to the Free State Government. 

Mr. Cosgrave’s Ministry “takes a 
serious view of the turn given to the 
Lough Foyle dispute by the decision ‘of 
the Northern Court. The . Govern- 
ment. contends that the Free State’s 
sovereignty of its territorial waters—which 
include Lough Foyle—has- been questioned 
unconstitutionally by an alien authority. 

In political circles in Dublin yesterday 
it was said that the decision of Lord 
Justice Andrews has raised. a question, 
easy of. solution by the Free State Courts, 
into a constitutional issue of inter- 
national importance. The Ministry’s posi- 
tion, briefly, is that the waters of Lough 
Foyle belong to the Free State, and that 
while the fishing rights. may be either 
leased or owned by an individual, or by a 
number of individuals, jurisdiction over 
the waters is exercisable solely and ex- 
clusively by the Free State Executive. 


BASIS OF THE CASE. 


The basis of the Free State’s case is 
the Constitution (Enactment) Act of 1922, 
read in conjunction with the Government 
of Ireland Act of 1920. 

The Constitution Act decreed that the 
whole of Ireland was to be “styled and 
known as the Irish Free State,” and that 
ali the lands and waters, mines and 
minerals within its territory should 
belong to the Irish Free State. The same 
Act, however, contained provision where- 
by Northern Ireland might opt out of the 
Free State within one month, and this 
option was exercised. The point on which 
stress is laid in political circles here is 
that the Northern Ireland which opted out 
of the Free State is statutorily (in the 
fsovernment of Ireland Act, 1920) defined 
as the “Parliamentary Counties of 
Antrim, Armagh, Down, Fermanagh, 
Lonlonderry and Tyrone, and the 
borowghs of Belfast and Londonderry,”’ 
and does not embody any waters, lands, 
mines or minerals outside that strictly 
defined area. Lough Foyle, not being in 
the Parliamentary counties or in either 
of the two boroughs mentioned, is 
claimed accordingly as Free State terri- 
tory by virtue of the terms of the Con- 
stitution Act of 1922, and it is on this 
basis that Mr. Cosgrave’s Ministry is 
believed to consider the intervention of 
the Northern Chancery Division Court in 
the Foyle dispute an infringement of its 
territorial sovereignty and a violation of 
international law. 


CAUSE OF DISPUTE. 


The facts of the dispute, which has led 


to the granting of an injunction by the | 


Northern Courts, are Simple. "onegal 
fishermen were licensed by the Moville 
(Donegal) Board of Conservators to fish in 
Lough Foyle, this Board claiming that its 
area comprises the whole of the Free State 
along the coast from Muff in Lough Foyle 
and between Lough Foyle and Malin Head, 
with the whole of the tideway along these 
The fishing rights of Lough Foyle 
belong to the Irish Soe iety under Royal 
Charter, granted by one of the Stuart 
Kings, and the property is leased to the 
Foyle and Bann Fisheries Company, which 
disputed the rignt of the Moville Board of 
Conservators or of any other body to grant 
licence to fish on these waters. 

The bailiffs of the company came into 
conflict with the Donegal fishermen, who 
were chased by an armed patrol] boat. It 
is alleged that the fishermen were fired on. 
At any rate, the company’s bailiffs seized 
the fishermen’s nets and tackle. This 
incident led to a debate in the Dail, when 
Republican and Labour deputies urged 
that the Free State should give armed 
protection to its Donegal subjects. The 
Ministry then asserted that no question 
of jurisdiction over the waters was in- 
volved, and that the matter was properly 
one for litigation in the courts as between 
the fishermen and the fishery company, 
the suggestion being, presumably, that the 
company should seek confirmation of its 
authority (derived from the Royal Charter) 
in the Free State courts. 

The implied suggestion was not adopted 
and nothing further occurred until last 
Saturday week, when there was a further 
seizure of nets by the company’s servants, 
and the fishermen retaliated by filling 
two of the company’s boats and’ sending 
them to the bottom of the lough. 


APPLICATION TO COURTS. 

This incident was followed by the com- 
pany’s application to the Northern Courts 
for an interlocutory injunction to restrain 
the Donegal fishermen from further 
‘ trespassing and fishing upon the 
waters.” The injunction was granted, 
and the next step will be the service of 
the writ by the complainant company. 

These proceedings in the Northern 
Courts have imparted a new and impor- 
tant turn to the dispute; so far as the 
Free State Government is concerned. It 
is claimed that they constitute an indis- 
pensable encroachment on the Free 
State’s territorial sovereignty, and the 
Ministry is determined that the Free 
State’s jutisdiction shall not ' be só 
lightly disregarded or set aside as the 
action of the Northern Court suggests w 
might be.” 7 

Steps to clarify the situation and to 
define the Saorstat’s jurisdiction are 
likely to bé taken by Mr. Cosgrave’s 
Executive without delay. The matter 
probably. will ‘be “taken up witlr - the 
British Government “within the next few 
weeks, If the British Government should 
support Northern Ireland’s view that the 
Free State Government has no jurisdic- 
tion over the waters of, Laugh Foyle, the 
Free State Government may subniit ‘the 
issue to the Court: of International Justice 
of the Hague.

Continuing his series of “ talks,” broad- 
cast by the Dublin Broadcasting Station, 
Mr. Edward Bohane, Director of the 
Royal Dublin Society, last night spoke 
about the coming Horse Show. 

He referred to the scene he had just 
witnessed as he was leaving the inter- 
national military ‘stables at Ballsbridge. 
Coloured orderlies of the United States 
Army team, ‘having finished their day’s 
work, were crooning some charming 
melodies of the cotton fields, while 
gathered around them were the advance 
parties of military orderlies of other 
nations, most of them visiting Ireland for 
Naturally all those men 
loved the horse, but they could not quite 
believe if was possible that nearly 2,000 
horses would be seen at Ballsbridge on 
August 6, 7,8 and 9. 

It was remarkable what enthusiasm was 
being displayed by those in charge of the 
Army horses. ‘That was particularly 
illustrated by their desire to have the 
horses nicely settled down in Ireland be- 
fore the great event. 

Numerous Army officers—from Belgium, 
England, France, Sweden, Switzerland 
and the United States—would compete 
in a spirit of friendly determination to 
wrest the coveted Aga Khan Cup from the 
Irish team. The charm of good sports- 


 manship was at present being shown by 


the Free State Army, who had placed 
their jumping enclosure, with jumps 
identical with those at Ballsbridge, at the 
disposal of the various Army teams for 
schooling their horses. Such comrade- 
ship, he said, must tend to bring even 
still closer together this small isle of 
ours, and must, in no small degree, assist 
in creating that unity of nations which 
means so much in the furtherance of the 
peace of the world. 


COMPETITION IN KEENNESS. 

For the carrying out of the programme 
according to the scheduled time the 
various stewards vied with one another in 
getting the work done in an expeditious 
manner. It was often amusing at the 
luncheon hour in the judges’ and 
stewards’ pavilion to hear the good- 
humoured chaff and banter which pased 
between the tables about how the pro- 
gramme had been adhered to as regards 
time. Even the paid ring and hall men 
and the large staff of the Society all felt 
imbued with the one idea set by the 
stewards that the head of the first horse 
must be at the entrance gate to any ring 
five minutes before the time programmed 
to enter.

Judging will 
continue until three o'clock in the after- 
noon, when, it is hoped, this heavy part 
of the programme will have been dealt 
with. 

The bloodstock sales will commence on 
the same morning at ten o'clock, and an 
average of 200 lots per day will be main- 
tained for the four days. The jumping 
enclosure will be open in the afternoon 
ior the judging of harness ho¥ses, and at 
four o'clock the first International Mili- 
tary Jumping Contest will be held. 

The jumping contest (for civilians) wil] 
commence at a quarter to five. The 
entries in this section are so numerous 
that the competitors will have to jump in 
pairs. At the end the winners will be 
drawn up in front of the Governor- 
General’s box to receive the prize 
rosettes. 

Mr. Bohane then gave details of Wed- 
nesday's programme. He will conclude 
his series of “talks” on Friday at 8.30 
p.m., when he will deal with the 
remainder of the programme.

TALKING FILMS. 
A CHANCE FOR THE 
BRITISH INDUSTRY.

The Times of to-day, in a leading article 
on the talking films, which has been the 
subject of special articles by its Dramatic 
Critic, observes:—Our market is of greater 
importance to American makers than,it was 
in the days when the film’s langwage was an 
international language of silence,’ ' r this 
reason it has recently become ‘possibile to 
conclude Anglo-American contracts’ more 
favourable to our own industry “than such 
contracts have been in the past. It seems now 
that we may at last, with no thanks to the 
Cinematograph Films Act, be able to find a 
reasonable outlet for British films in the 
United States. But this advantage will bear 
small fruit unless our films can establish on 
their own merits an independent prestige 
which can spring only from an intelligent 
anticipation of the right use of new inven- 
tions. 

“The talkies, ” with few c=ceptions, have 
been hitherto as poor a form of entertainment 
as the silent films were when they began. 
They need not remain in that condition 
There is no reason why the British industry 
—if it will return to first principles, and not 
shout down comparative critiasm as if a 
sound-machine had created a new heaven and 
a new earth—should not lead their reform. 

Discriminating film-goers have already 
begun to look forward to sound films, different 
not in technical efficiency only, but in kind, 
from those that have been seen; and it is 
evident that great changes will have to be 
made if the sound-invention is to 
profitable after the public’s first curiosity has 
died. Even the film “fans” will not long 
remain content with entertainment as bad as 
that which has lately been imported for them. 
There must be improvement or reaction, and 
it would be childish to wait until the trans-

THE POPE’S SPEECH. 

The Times Rome Correspondent _ tele 
graphed yesterday :—The Usservatore Romano 
publishes to-night the text of a speech made 
by the Pore to the Italian Archbishops and 
Bishops who took part in the Eucharistic 
procession last Thursday.

Two hours earlier 
the members of the Cabinet had assembled at 
the Quai d'Orsay, and during the course of a 
brief meeting M. Briand gave a general out- 
line of the declaration of policy which he 
intenda to make to the Chamber. ft will be 
almost exclusi\ ely devoted to foreign affairs.

Briand’s decision is the logical conse 
quence of the continued refusal of the 
Socialist-Radicals to accept ‘the Mumistries 
without portfolio and Under Secretaryships 
of State which he had offered to them. The 
yreat and obvious advantages of their co- 
operation had made him determined to leave 
no stone unturned which would bring this 
about. But he has met with a stubborn de- 
termination not to become actively involved 
in the fortunes of a Government whose in 
ternal policy is unacceptable. Nobody can 
fight harder than M. Briand, for, even a re- 
mote possibility, nobody is quicker 
appreciate an impasse, or, appreciating it, to 
bend his efforts in another direction. fle 
has, therefore, simply reverted to the status 
quo in the face of complications that uot 
even he could overcome. 

Early this morning he made his last effort 
to secure their participation. At 8 
he received M. Herriot for a conference, 
which lasted for an hour. When it became 
known that M. Herriot had agreed to accept 
1 portfolio. provided that the sanction of his 
party was not withheld, hopes of a break in 
vesterday’s deadlock began to rise. They were 
quickly dashed to the ground, however, by a 
Radical and Socialist-Radical manifesto. 

M. Briand’s proposal was described by one 
member as the equivalent of an offer to the 
party “to provide two concierges in a 
palace.” From the first it was evident that 
the party was at one in its desire to reserve 
its hberty of action—an ominous portent for 
the life of the Goverument once the Hague 
Conference lies behind. But by none is the 
almost certainly © temporary nature ol 
the Ministyy recognised more freely 
than by M. Briand himself, who frankly 
refers to it as his “ holiday Cabinet.’’ It has 
been called into being for one purpose only— 
to enable adequate representation of France 
at the coming conference at The Hague. 

M. Briand’s attempts to gain Socialist- 
Radical help having failed, they yet remain 
far from futile, since he is none the less 
certain of the party’s support for his foreign 
policy, and the close interchange of views 
during the past 48 hours can have done 
nothing but good. ) 

During the day M. Briand called upon M. 
Poincaré, who is reported to be slightly 
better, in order to acquaint him with thie 
course of events.

The President is said to be confident that 
the negotiations now in progress will 
lead to a successful Naval Limitation 
Conference in London in advance of 
the 1931 Conference provided for 
under the Washington Treaty.

The President is represented as believ- 
ing that, the Governments of the chief 
Naval Powers being committed to a redue- 
tion of their army and navy budgets, 
nothing can halt a reduction. 

The attitude of the United States 
Government is that the best results might 
come from a conference held in London. 
The atmosphere there is considered now 
very favourable to economies being 
effected through an international agree- 
ment to reduce naval costs. 

Since Great Britain the first to 
make a definite move in this direction, 
the Administration feels she should 
the honour of entertaining the delegates 
to the proposed conference.

Recommendations in “the report include 
organised fire protection, co-operative forest- 
planting, an increase in forest extension 
activities. continded protection of national 
forests and patks, and public ownership of 
additional important forest areas. 

CO-OPERATIVE PLANTING URGED. 

It is urged that completely organised forest 
fire protection, as the first step in improving 
forest’ eover, he put into effect by the Federal 
Government. the States and the land-owners.

SIX GOVERNMENTS TO 
WATCH CASE.

SHANGHAI, Monday. 

Six foreign Governments have detailed 
representatives bere to watch the proceelings 
of the local Chinese Provisional Court in con- 
nection with the trial of a Russian adventure: 
and international secret service agent 
named Eugene Pick, a/ias Eugene Kojevnikov 
who is charged with fiand by the local 
British police authorities. It is alleged that 
he defrauded a local gambling house of: con 
siderable sums of money, which the gambling 
proprietor says he paid to the police for 
protection. 

Pick himself alleges that the case is a 
“frame-up’’ in order to prevent him making 
disclosures pertaining to the activities of the 
sritish Secret Service in the Far Kast in the 
last three years. During that time Pick 
says he was employed by the British Secret 
Service to spy on the activities of the Soviet. 
as well as other foreign Governments. Among 
lis allegations appear: the charge that he 
was responsible for stirring up Commanistic 
activities here in 1927 (while employed by the 
Biitish authorities), which caused both Great 
Britain and the United States to send troops 
for the protection of foreign residents.

INSTRUCTOR AND TWO 
PILOTS KILLED. 


PLANES FALL LIKE 
STONES. /

'Three people were killed in a collision 
between two aeroplanes at. Kingsbury, 
near Edgware, yesterday afternoon. The 
machines were DH Moths, one a solo 
‘plane and the other a two-seater, a pas- 
senger accompanying the pilot in the 
latter machine. 

The collision occurred over Gore Farm, 
Kingsbury, shortly after three o'clock. 
One machine was flying from the west 
and the other from the south-west. 
Apparently one of them was gliding 
earthwards when the two machines met, 
the wings of one hitting the other. After 
the collision the machines were flung 
apart; the larger one plunged into a 
field on Gore Farm and was completely 
wrecked. The other burst into flames, 
after crashing into a meadow of Valley 
Farm adjoining. 

The two victims in the larger ‘plane 
were terribly injured, and the solo flier 
was burned to death. His charred body 
was afterwards recovered from the 
wreckage. The three bodies, which were 
removed to the mortuary, have not yet 
been identified. The acroplanes were 
stated to be between seven AA and 
eight hundred feet up when they collided. 

 EYE-WITNESS’S ACCOUNT. 

Mr. James Bletso, a gardener at Valley 
Farm, was at work in a field and noticed 
the aeroplanes overhead. 

“I cannot understand what made them 
come together,’’ he told a Press Associa- 
tion reporter. ‘‘I saw one—I think jt 
was the larger of the two ’planes—gliding 
earthwards, and then the two struck each 
other. One was flung right across the 
main road and crashed into a field about 
two hundred yards away from me; the 
other, the solo machine, fell about 
twenty-five yards from me. I rushed up 
to it and had almost reached the machine 
when it burst into flames. I tried to get 
to the pilot’s strap to help him out, but 
the heat was too intense and I was driven 
back. The man in the ‘plane was burnt 
beyond recognition. The aeroplane must 
have caught fire less than a minute after 
hitting the ground. The machine which 
crashed in the field further away from me 
was badly smashed, and the two occu- 
pants were found among the wreckage.” 

Mr. W. White, owner of Valley Farm, 
who was in his house when the crash 
occurred, said: “T looked out of my 
window and saw both ’planes falling like 
stones. I was sure that one of them was 
coming through the roof of my house, but 
it suddenly swerved as though the pilot 
was making an effort to right it. It then 
crashed into the field on the opposite side 
of the road. 


“ *'PLANE A MASS OF FLAMES.”’ 

“I have never seen anything blaze so 
furiously as the ‘plane did; in a second 
it was a mass of flames, and nobody could 
get. within twenty yards of it. The pilot 
did not have a chance; when taken out he 
was terribly burned.’’ 

The second ‘plane containing the two 
men -hit the ground within two hundred 
vards of where a row of new houses is 
in course of erection. One’ of the work- 
men employed on the houses said to a 
Press Association reporter: ‘‘ The large: 
‘plane dropped like a log. I think it was 
cliding with the engine off. but the 
machine of the other was roaring. The 
two-seater seen.ed to buckle up and both 
wings collapsed. The other ’plane lost its 
left wing, but the impetus of the engine 
carried it another three hundred yards 
before it came down.”’ 

The bodies were 
Mortuary. 

The names of the victims are Captain

“ The time now seems opportune for the 

jovernment ta introduce a change in the 
Constitution.“ 

With these words General Primo de Rivera 
opens a message to the nation explaining his 
reasons for partially restoring the Parlia- 
mentary régime in Spain. 

“The Constitution of 1876,” the Prime 
Mimster adds, “ was demonstrated to be in- 
adequate and to have brought into existence 
Governments which commanded no authority. 
This Government and the Administration 
which will succeed the present dictatorship 
will be fully provided with authority and 
power,” 

The first article of the decree enforcing the 
constitulional changes increases the number 
of seats in the National Assembly by forty- 
nine, eight of which will be held by persons 
ero ficio. 

The second article states that former Prime 
Ministers and former Presidents of the 
Chambers and the Council of State will sit in 
the Assembly ex-officio. 

The third article enumerates the organisa- 
tions which will be represented in the 
Assembly+namely, the Universities, the 
Academies, the Legal Bars, the Colleges of 
Medicine of Madrid and Barcelona, the 
General Workers’ Union, the free and the 
Roman Catholic trade unions, and Associa- 
tions connected with the League of Nations 
and international jaw. 

Another article states that persons who 
bave been sentenced for political offences will 
not be debarred from belonging to the 
Assembly. 


MUSICAL PROGRESS. 
CRAIGAVAD SUMMER 
SCHOOL. 
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From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. . 
BELEAST, Monday. 

The summer holiday School of Music at 
Rockport, Craigavad, was declared open by 
Mr. J. H. Robs, K.C., M.P., Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Mimstry of Education, this 
afternoon. 

The school was opened for the second year 
in succession under the auspices of the 
Ministry of Education, the British Federation 
of Musical Competitions and Festivals, and the 
Society of Professional Musicians in Ulster. 
Some fifty resident students will attend the 
lectures thus year, and non-resident pupils 
are still enrolling. 

The lecturers ave :—Miss Louis De Rosette, 
a recognised authority on music in child life; 
Dr. Christie Green, Lecturer on Teaching and 
Appreciation of Music under the City of Man- 
chester Education Committee; Captain T. 
O'Corrin, Mus. Bac., Inspector of Music in the 
Ministry of Education, Northern Ireland, and 
Captain ©, J. Brennan, Mus.Bac., of Belfast 
Cathedral. 

Mr. Robb said that the object of the schoo! 
was to promote the study of music and the 
most modern methods of teaching. Northern 
Ireland was perhaps behind other countries 
in the teaching of music It was 
true that in recent years there had 
heen a great development in feisanna and 
musical competitions all over the country. 
he was glad to say that music was coming 
ito its own as one of the proper main sub 
jects of education. In the final examinations 
for secondary schools music was the main 
subject, and in Queen's, as in a few univer 
sities across the water, music might new be 
taken as a main subject at matriculation. 

All this was very much to the good. It 
showed that music, in the estimation of the 
education authorities, was a subject to which 
the students might profitably devote thei 
time. They had come to the school to try to 
learn some method of teaching music. He 
himself had not been taught anything about 
music, either at school or college, and it was 
an inestimable loss. He had heard of a schoo! 
In Co. Antrim where none of the pupils had 
ever heard a piano or a violin, It seemed 
incredible that such a state of affairs should 
exist.

At this time of the year one of the stock 
conversational topics of both intending and 
returned holiday-makers is the examination 
of baggage at the Customs barriers. _ Even 
those with the clearest conscience quail be- 
neath the suspicious eyes of the “ rammage 
crew,” as the preventive officers on this duty 
nickname themselves; for who knows what 
dutiable article may have been overlooked? 

An Irish Times representative, who imter 
viewed several officers engaged in this 
branch of the service. heard how “ getting 
through the Customs’’ appears when seen 
from the official side of the long wooden 
tables. Women, it appears, are bv far the 


‘most determined and inveterate smugglers. 


They carry boots and hottles of scent in the 
sleeves of their overcoats, and they have even 
been detected attempting to conceal a saxo- 
phone beneath the seanty covering of a 
summer frock! They employ every feminine 
blandishment, from coquettish smiles to 
haughty storming, to further their purpose ; 
and they lie brazenly, convincingly, and per- 
petually. 

“Women are a thousand times better Jiars 
than men, said one officer, who has heen 
‘‘rummaging”’ since the barriers were inst}. 
tuted in the Free State. The other officers 
heartily echoed this statement. One of them 
declared that they could “He as fast as a 
dog could trot.” 

| TELL-TALE FACES. 

A man on duty at the barrier very quickly 
becomes a sound psychologist. He develops 
almost second sight, knowing whether pas- 
sengers are concealing any dutiable article 
more by looking into their faces than into 
their trunks and suitcases. Many an optimistic 
smuggler, having successfully passed the 
tables, has been betrayed by a premature 
smile of triumph not quickly enough sup- 
pressed, or a nod te a- friend “in the 
kvow.’’ On these occasions a second, and 
more thorough search proves their 
undoing. 

The penalty for attempted

The surging mob of prisoners was held at 
bay until the outbreak had spent its force, 
and quiet was restored early this morning, 
when every prisoner was again under lock 
and key. 

It was the second serious outbreak in a 
New York State prison within a week, 
1,500 convicts at Clinton Prison, Danne- 
mora, having revolted last Monday. 

In the course of five hours’ rioting, in 
which rifles and machine guns were used, 
two prisoners \ere killed and, at least, 
twenty wounded. .

RUINS.

NEW YORK, Monday. 

A stringent investigation into the serious 
outbreaks at Auburn and Clinton Prisons 
recently has been ordered by Mr. Roose- 
velt, the Governor of New York State. 
Shocking conditions of overcrowding, which 
resulted in convicts sleeping in corridors, 
combined with the effects of the heat wave, 
are believed to be responsible for the out- 
break at Auburn Prison yesterday. 

The prison, with the exception of the 
main building, is now a mass of ruins. 
resembling a war-devastated village in 
France. The damages is estimated at half 
a million dollars. 

When the Governor of the prison made 
a tour of inspection this afternoon he was 
greeted with hisses and hooted from the 
sullen occupants of the cells. 

The Governor is of opinion that the 
convicts received help from eutside. Three 
machine guns are still missing from the 
prison arsenal. Sing-Sing and other prisons 
in New York State were transformed to- 
day into armed fortresses, their walls 
bristling with machine gunners and 
bombers, as the authorities feared that 
the spirit of rebellion might be spread.

“JURY OF HONOUR” TO 
SETTLE DISPUTES. 


- 


From OUg OWN UORRESPONDENT. 
ROME Monday. 

King Victor Emannel of Italy has recently 
signed a decree dealing with duelling amongst 
members of the Italian Army. Severe poste 
ment will now follow any attempt on the part 
of Army officers to settle their private dis- 
putes by the sword or foil. : 

It is the King’s wish that questions of 
honour between Army officers should be sub- 
mitted to a “Jury of Honour.’’ Failure to 
appeal to this jury in desperate cases will 
now involve a serious offence on the part of 


the appointed emg who will have to 
it 


answer to the military authorities in charge. 

The ‘“ Jury of Honour” will be composed 
of one superior officer and two subordinate 
officers, both in active service and senior to 
the contestants either in years of service or 
rank. The ‘Jury ” will have to examine care- 
fully all documents connected with the case, 
and hear the contestants and their seconds 
Finally, the “Jury “ 
will issue its verdict, which may be either a 
statement that there is no excuse for a quarrel 
as there are no blots on either party s honour, 
or a peace appeal to the two parties to settle 
their differences in a friendly and honourable 
manner since they each have been made to 
acknowledge their share of the fault. 

In the event of the proposal being accepted, 
the “ Jury” will then rule whether the con- 
ciliation.is to be oral or by means of an act 
subscribed to by both parties and their 
seconds. in very difficult cases the “‘ Jury 
may non-intervention owing to the ex- 
treme gravity of the affair. The contestants, 
it is assumed, will then be free to choose 
their own way out of the quarrel, and a duel 
may appear to them to be the natural issue 
of the situation, in spite of the threatened 
punishment—as the idea of — wronged 
honour by the traditional method is still 
amazingly rooted in the Italian Army system. 
No court rulings have, so far. succeeded in 
banishing the spirit of duelling in Ltaly. 

At present these new regulations apply only 
to the Regalar Army and not to the Fascist 
Militia, although, it is expected, the latter 
will rot be exempt from the genera] hostile 
attitude of the Fascist Government against 


| duelling. : 


In the case of a quarrel between an Army 
man and a civilian. the former will be ex- 
pected to encourage submitting the case to the 
“Jur.” The civilian who has adhered to 
this procedure will have an obligation of 
honoar to bew to the verdict with the same 
discipline and acceptance as though he were 
a member of the Army.

SCHOOLBOY DROWNED: 


COMPANION MISSING.

temarkable evidence was given vester- 
day at an inquest held at Weston-super- 
Mare on the body of Peter Awdry, who 
disappeared from Downside School, near 
Beth, on Tuesday last. He was the son 
of the late Dr. Awdry, of Berkeley, 
Gloucestershire. His body was found at 
Weston-super-Mare when the tide went 
out on. Thursday last. Awdry had 
ahsented himself from the school without 
leave on the previous Tuesday with a 
school companion, Philip Neilson, whose 
parents live at Morpeth Mansions, London, 
S.W. The whereabouts of Neilson are 
still unknown. 

The Rev. Richard Trafford, Headmaster 
of Downside School, said that Awdry was 
a happy, normal lad, of average intelli- 
gence, and was always out for adventure. 
Awdry had sometimes been in trouble 
for escapades, and he had _ recently 
admonished him. After that Awdry told 
a schoolmate that it was not worth while 
having a row so near the end of the term, 
and he should get out. This, however, 
was regarded as bravado. Subsequently 
Awdry disappeared from the school, and 
his mother was notified and was asked if 
he had arrived at her home at Bath to 
report his disappearance. 

Mr. Trafford added that he believed it 
was only an escapade, as only a few 
days earlier the boy had said that he | 
have excitement, and that when 
he broke the school rules it must be out 
of the ordinary way. 

At midnight on Tuesday, said the head- 
master, he heard footsteps in the school 
grounds and flashed a torch. By its light! 
he saw Awdry and Neilson. The pair were 
always together. He called to them, and | 
by the time he had reached the spot where | 
be had seen them they -had disappeared. 
Search of the grounds was made without 
avail. He believed that the two had in- 
tended to stop outside until Saturday, 
when the school term ended. He never had 
any idea that any harm would befall the 
boys. If he had been asked to nominate 
two lads who could be relied upon to see 
aiter themselves for a couple of days, he 
should have nominated these two par- 
ticular boys. No hue and cry was raised 
for them, as it was not desired to prejudice 
their future; bot on Thursday he had a 
communication from the Weston-super- 
Mare police that a body had been found. 
He identified it as that of Awdry. Awdry 
had once told a school mate that he might 
run away, and that if he did so he would 
make for the seashore and “ pinch a beat.”’ 

FINDING OF THE BODY. 

Police Constable Foxwell said that, with 
Police Constable Duncan and four boat- 
men, he recovered the body from the mud 
flats in the bay. It had first been located 
by means of a telescope. They had to 
wade waist-deep through the mud to 
recover it 

Mr. Robert Chance, in his evidence, 
stated that a white canvas cance belonging 
to him disappeared between Tuesday all 
Thursday last. It was a suitable craft 
lor four persons. but not in a rough sea. 
lf two persons had attempted to change 
their seats, except in a certain way, che 
canoe would have capsized. 

Police Inspector Barber said that despite

Mr. Thomas E. Gay, head of the Capel 
street (Dublin) Municipal Library, was the 
chief speaker at the meeting of the 
Dublin tary Club in Clery’s Restaurant 
yesterday. His subject was ‘Libraries ard 
the Business Man.’’ 

It would probably be admitted, he said, 
that the connection between libraries and the 
business man was, in the main, a slight ove, 
especially if that connection was viewed in 
its relation to business. It was important 
that semething should be done to further 
the connection, slight though it was, and 
that stronger and more definite efforts should 
be made to relate libraries to the economic 
life of the communities in which they were 
laced. This orientation in library outlook 
ad been gaining ground, and had led in 
the last dozen years to a very important de- 
velopment across the Channel, particularly 
for people engaged in industrial pursuits -- 
namely, the establishment of commervia! 
libraries in the larger cities, and the sur- 
prising service they had been found capab!- 
of rendering. The chief librarian of Man. 
chester had stated that, wherever they bad 
been established, they had rapidly become 
an essential part of the town and district; 
they were being largely used by the people 
for whom they were designed, and were 
hound to develop more and more as time 
went on. In the United States there were 
aver 2,500 of such libraries, and they were 
to be found. in Continental cities, such as 
Hamburg, Antwerp cad Brussels. 


WHAT THEY CONTAIN. 

The essential stock of a commercial library 
should include reports of Board of Trade, 
reports on agriculture and fisheries, commer- 
cial and industrial data, Consular and Co!o-. 
nial reports, Parliamentary publications 1e- 
lating to commerce, statistical papers, 1 ‘ade 
periodicals and catalogues, reports of “ham- 
bers of Commerce, geographical information, 
directories, books of seal written from the 
standpoint of commercial development, trans- 
port and communications, shipping, railway 
and postal guides, financial informacion, 
tariffs, foreign exchanges, banking, commer- 
cial and industria] law, business organisa- 
tion, works management, and a working col- 
lection of general and special reference 
s. The contents of such a library 
were, in fact, multiform, since the ideal was 
to provide any and every kind of commercial 
information obtainable from printed matter, 
and such additional information as it was 
possible to procure from public or private 
sources, and, having collected this informa- 
tion, to arrange and catalogue it so as to 
make it quickly available to inquirers and 
readers. Such a library was in almost every 
case under the control of the municipality, 
which. in turn, worked in close co-operation 
with the lecal chamber of commerce. The 
nature of the service varied with the type of 
inquiry, but its aim, however trivial or how- 
ever vital, was to see that the inquirer got 
the information he required. 

A commercial library ought to be located : 
in the centre of the city. The cost of run- 
ning such libraries varied. and depended to 
a great extent upon such factors as locat'on, 
overhead charges, amount spent on books and 
periodicals, and the staff employed. At 
Manchester, for the year ended 3lst March, 
1925, the tota) cost was £1,691, at Bristol 
£632. at Bradford £935. and at Glasgow 
£1,316—somewhat less than a halfpenny in 
the pound of the city rates. 


WELL USED. 

Tt is«not easy, said Mr. Gay. to calculate 
the invaluable services that these libraries 
render tc the business community. but the 
fact that hundreds of inouirers, either per- 
sonally or by ‘phone. ask for information 
may be taken as indicating their value to 
some exten In. Glasgow some 700.000 per- 
sons had avatled of the service of the com- 
mercial library since it was opened in Norem- 
her, 1916. Tf Deblin should decide to estab- 
lish a commercial library the advice recently 
tendered to American librarians might profit- 
ablv be taken as the ideal for administering 
such a librarv here, nanielv: “ Better to un- 
derstand business as a whole in order to 
serve business. men intelligentiv; better to 
know the sevrees of printed information of 
business subiécts, to studv methods of 
approach to business meon with business in- 
formation, and to win the co-operation . of 
business men in active support of public 
libraries.”” SER 

Mr. Gav referred to the public spirit of 
wealthy merchants in Manchester. Liverpool, 


such spirit in Dublin, he said, was some- 
what remarkable. Perhaps it was due to a 
belief that already Dublin, in her collegiate, 
professional and institutional libraries, has 
sufficient bibliographical wealth, and that to 
add to her store would only embarrass her. 
lf that explains the dearth, Mr. Gay con- 
cluded, it is an extraordinary fallacy, for 
there is great.need for a great public intel- 
lectual centre in Dublin, such as a central 
library would provide. Whatever man or 
group helps to bring about such a result 
will earn an enduring name and be blessed 
by our citizens as long as the institution 
itself. endures. 
A GOOD CASE. 

Mr. George E. Smyth, moving a vote of 
thanks, said that he thought that Mr. Gay 
had made a good case for the establishment 
of a commercial library which would 
promptly supply the imformation that the 
public might ask for. Such a library might 
also contribute to the education of young 
people and enable them to gain a degree in 
commerce or advance them in technical 
instruction. 

Dr. Stokes, seconding. said that the neces- 
sity for a central commercial library in 
Dublin was very great, as he knew from 
| experience.

ACTION FOR DAMAGES. 

A collision between the Belfast steamship 
Delta, a vessel of 8,097 tons gross, belonging 
to the P. and O. Company, 'and the Liverpool 
Hall Line steamer City of Khios, of 5,580 
tons; off the mouth of the Tagus on July 19 
of last. year, formed the subject of an action 
before Mr. Justice Hill in the Admiralty Divi- 
sion London, yesterday, when the owners of 
the City of Khios claimed from the owners of 
the Delta for damages caused to their steam- 
ship: by the collision.

CONVICTIONS QUASHED. 

The Court of Criminal Appeal yesterday 
dismissed the application of Arthur Leslie 
Raveney, aged twenty-four, of the 4th 
Battalion Royal Tank Corps, for leave to 
appeal against sentence of death passed on 
him at York Assizes for the murder of Private 
Godfrey White, who was escorting - him :to 
Catterick Camp.
